At the mor ni ng sess ion the report

J. Howard Clitic, of Warminster, 
chairm an ct flit' legislative com mitte e 
of the ass oci ation, was read by A n ­ 
thony Rezzonico, of Kintnersville, a 
m em ber of the N oc kam ixon tow n sh ip 
school board. 
“Over a period of va ars it is app arent 
that educa tion 
is 
steadily becoming 
more comp lic ated and a more cost Iv 
pro cess,’’ Cliffed 
report read. 
“This 
should not cau se us surprise or re­ 
gret. 
Children are gro w in g up into a 
far more complica ted world, wherein 
ignorant and untrained ar e under a far 
greater handicap than in pioneer days. 
It is to our credit if we are both able 
and 
willing, to spend more til their 
preparation than lias ever be en done 
before. 
“A r tins pr ocess co nt in ue s it is a p ­ 
parent 
that control of education 
is 
steadily shifting out of the hands of 
the elected local rep re se nt atives and 
into tin* h a n d s of tile trained profes­ 
sional educators. 
This also need not 
c a u se surprise or regret. 
“There ar e a fe w oi our directors 
wh o have felt at some time our lack 
of training iii educa tional matters, and 
the limited time which we can give 
to the prob lem s of our schools. 
T h e tenu re aet provides that any 
teacher w h o is di sm iss ed or denied re­ 
election 
m ay 
app eal 
to 
the 
county 
court. After he aring sw o rn testimo ny 
the Judge is e m p o w e re d to order dis­ 
missal, demotion or reins tatem ent. I he 
on ly g rou nd s for dis miss al are intem­ 
perance, immorality, inc om pe te n ce and 
wilful 
violation of tilt' 
sc ho ol laws. 
T h ere is no provision for an y proba­ 
tionary 
period 
and 
app ar ent ly 
any 
teacher w h o o n c e gets a job is e n ­ 
titled to remain in it until the agt1 of 
70. 
Most directors feel that this law 
is entirely too drastic, 
“ It will be safe for us to realize h o w ­ 
ever that its pa s sa ge is just about a l ­ 
together o u r ow n fault.

for such a law by teach ers had re­ 
sulted from abuse of po w er by direc­ 
tors.
